Roiu«, Aug. 10. — The ceremony of 
the coronation of Pope Plus X. took 
place Sunday In the baaiUca of St. Pe- 
tfrip la iXb* piM«ac« tbf ^^flpoea 
ttd kith dlgBftarlM'ef th« dionh, dlp- 
lomati and Rontan noblea, and with 
•II the aolemnlty and aplendor aaso 
ciated with thia, the uoat macnlflcent 
rite In the Roman Catholic church. Aa 
.Cikrdlnal Maccht, the dean of the car- 
dinal deacona, placed the triple crown 
OB the head of the venerable pontiff, 
the throng of 70,000 persons gathered 
within the cathedral burst into unre- 
Btrained acclamations, the choir in- 
toned a hymn of triumph and the bells 
of Rome rang out a Joyful peel. 

It la 67 yean alnce the Romans and 
Borope aaaiated fn such a function as 
was held in St. Peter's Sunday. 

The great basilica, popularly sup- 
posed never to have bocn quite, full, 
was overflowing with humanity. The 
papal throne, a bewildering mixture 
of gold, red and sllTer, waa enpted in 
front of the high altar. A«, contrary 
to custom, on these ccrpmouious orra- 
aions, there were no galleries, the ba- 
aillca bore more of its normal aspect 
lOfk the altar, which waa dressed in 
uhlte, atood the fattoua allver gilt can- 
^jMtlcks and a magnificent crueiflx. 
An the available atandlAg space within 
the cathedral was divided into sec- 
tions by wooden barriers, which to a 
certain extent kept the Taat crowd In 
oader. 

The Papal Preeeaelen. 

Inside the votlrnn palace there was 
movement and bu.'^tle as the papal pro- 
ceBsion, coniiKiscd of about TidO per- 
sons, all of whom had gathered early 
in the apdatoUc palace, waa formed. 
Aa the proceaalon moTed tlirongh the 
magnllleent halls and corridors of the 
Vatican It recalled former days when 
all was color and picturesqtieness 
irithin the palace. The central figure 
tpi the long proceaalon was Pius X. 
Ma hoayy white rohee and the red and 
■rftre worn without an effort, making 
a TlTld edntraat to thoae memorable 
occasions on which Pope T.eo XIII. 
wore them, for 1/eo seemed always un- 
ahle to support their weight. 

Another figure which evoked mur- 
wgqn of admiration and craning of 
necks was the chaplain in hU crimaon 
cape, proudly bearing the cnahlon on 
which reposed the famous triple crown 
BO soon to rest on the head of Plus. 
He waa accompanied by the pontifical 
Jeweler and by a apecial guard com- 
poaed of Swias and waa followed by 
the choir of the Siatlne chapel, which 
sang as it went along. Plus. In the 
portico of the basilica, seated himself 
On a throne erected directly before the 
holy door and with seats around for 
the membera of the aacred college, the 
ahapter of 8t Peter's and the papal

The low celling sent back an exqul- 
^alte echo ot the "Tues Petrus" sung 
^ the Siatlne choir, whose voicea 
ware heard outside in the piaxzaa of 
Bt Peters. Cardinal Rampolla advanc- 
ed with dignity, knelt and kiased the 
foot of the pontiff. He then present- 
ed in a firm voice the wishea and 
greetings of the chapter of St. Peter'a, 
which be said, *'I offer an act of obedl- 
dBjia.^jovjlu>lineai tna wjih jqu# 
proaparooa aad g loriooa pontificate." 

Tha proeasaion ra-formed and pro- 
ceeded to the door of the basilica. On 
the appearance of the pontiff himself 
It seemed as though the people would 
seek, to carry him in their arma, ao 
great waa their enthusiasm. Cries of 
"Plus, our pope, our father," and 
"Long l^e Plus X.'' were raised not- 
withstanding the large placarda poated 
all over the baailica aay|p|i.

Pontiff Seated on the Thraneu 

The central flgure was the venerable 
pontiff seated on the throne. Two 
linea of cardinals clad In Rllver and 
acarlet reached to the high altar with 
its burden of burning candles and sa- 
eaad veoia||i, while around atood the 
papal guards, ' the pontifical court, 
monks and officials. 

From the throne Phis X.. surrounded 
by his suite, walked to the high altar, 
standing over the crypt of St. Peter, 
into which meanwhile Cardinal Mae- 
chi descended to pray. The appear* 
aaea of the pope in that alaratad poaf> 
tlon called forth another bunt Ot an- 
thoelasm. The pope then blessed the 
altar, and after aaying the "Indulgen- 
tlam" the maniple, a aymbol of the 
cord with whiah Chrtat was bound on 
his capture waa placed, with great 
oaaepoay. upon .tha pope's anp. At 
the same time pcayara tor the eoroaa- 
tion were recited by four cardinals. 
Returning from the crypt. Cardinal 
Macchl placed upon the shoulders of 
the pope the pontifical pallium and at- 
tached it with three golden Jeweled 
pina, aaying:' 

"Receive this sacred pallium as a 
symbol of the fulneas of the pontifical 
ofHce, In honor of Almighty God, the 
most glorious Virgin Mary, tils mother, 
the Blessed Apostles, St. Peter and St. 
Paul, and the Holy Roman CathoUc 
Church." 

Mass was then celebrated with great 
pomp and ceremony. Following this. 
Cardinal Macchi performed the rite of 
incensing the pope, whom he subse- 
quently kissed three times on the 
cheeka and chest, aa did Cardinals 
Segna and VannutalH. 



KISSED HIS HANDS AND FEET. 



Cardinale Offer Their Last Obedianes 
^te the Pontiff. 



On the pope's return to the throne 
the cardinals offered their last obedi- 
ence to the pontiff, lUaaing hia bands 
and feet, and receiving embrace by 
him twice In turn. The bishops and 
archbishops kissed bis foot and right 
knee, while the abbots kissed only his 
foot. The holy father then walked to 
the shrine of St Petor for the c\ilmin- 
ating ritea of the extremely fatiguing 
ceremony. 

The whole sacrad college gathaasd 
about the pope, singing Palestrttta's 
"Corona Aurea Super Caput Ejus," 
while the whole choir burst forth Into 
song. Cardinal Macchl then ncitcd 
the "Pater Noater" and offered a 
prayer. 

"Amen" rang out frimi all comers of 
the cathedral, from the choir, the peo- 
ple, the clergy and the patricians. 

Cardinal Deacon Segna then raised 
the pontiff's mitre, and Senior Cardi- 
nal Deacon Macchl placed on the 
white head the triple crown. At this 
moment the church waa filled with the 
ringing of bells, the blowing of silver 
trumpets, the triumphant strains of 
the choir and the acclamations of the 
multitude which could no longer be 
repressed. 

When oomparatlva allaBea had -Man 
restored Cardinal Macchl addrasaed 
the pope in Latin as follows: 

"Receive the tiara ornnmentefl with 
three crowns. Remember thou art 
the father of princes and kings, the 
rector of the world, the vicar on earth 
of our Saviour, Jesus Christ, wha is 
the lionor and glory of all centuriee." 

"Amen" agains burst forth from the 
concourse. 

Pope Pius waa almost overcome and 
bad acarcely strength left to impart 
the |ij)9ftoUo banediotion. Cardinals 
MaedU nd Hagni 4liantad a plenary 
Indulgence to all present, and the pro- 
cession then re-formed and left the 
baslUoa In the same form aa it came.

That they 
were a drunken, rowdy set whose ex- 
penses were paid by Powers, singing 
on the train as they came, "We're go- 
ing to Frankfort to kill Qoebel." 

The commonwealth gave the witp 
ness over to the defense, whi4ih elected 
to await until Monday for cross-exami- 
nation, and court adjourned until 9 
o'clock Monday morning.

Gov. Ourhin Commended Per the Attl- 
tHde Meaumed Reaantly. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 10.— In a let- 
ter, the publication of which waa au- 
thorised Sunday, PraaldOilt Roosevelt 
commends Ctov. Durbin, of Indiana, for 
the attitude be assumed recently re- 
cpecting lynching. The presideht also 
embraces the opportunity to express 
hia own views in reference to lynching 
and mob vioien(;e, generally, jtointlng 
out that mob violenee Is merely one 
fo|vi of anarchy and that anarchy is 
the forerunner of tyranny. The presi- 
dent vigorously urges that the penalty 
for that crime which most frequently 
induces a resort to lynching shall be 
applied swiftly and surely, but by due 
prooasi of the courts, so that it may 
ba demonstrated "that the law Is ade- 
quate to deal with crime by freeing it 
from evarr Taatlf* of taohaloallty aad 
delay. " 

"All thoughtful men," saya the presi- 
dent, "muat feel the gravest alarm 
ovar the growth of lynchlM in this 
country, and eapeciaUr over tha pecul- 
iarly hideous form so often taken by 
mob violence when colored men are 
the victims — on which occasions the 
mob seems to lay most weight, not on 
the crime, but on the color of the 
criminaL"

The Club OfHcials Express Sympathy 
and Announce That the ImmedU 
ata Oamaa at tha Oraunia 
Will Ba PaatpanaJ. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 10.— Five addi- 
tional deaths occurred Sunday as tlia 
result of an accident Saturday at tha 
Philadelphia NaUoaal league baaebaU 
park, making a total of nine fatalities. 
Two hundred victims were treated at 
the various hospitals and it Is believed 
that fully 100 more received attention 
at various drug stores In the vicinity 
of the baseball grounds. Of the ia> 
Jured sUU in tho hoapltala fow ar* 
said to ba in a critical condition. 

The physicians and nnrf^es at the 
several hospitals to whlc h the Injured 
were conveyed worked uncea.sinKly 
throughout Saturday night, securing 
no rest and taking but little nourish- 
ment Coroner Dugaa Sunday began 
an Inveatigatlon into the causes of the 
accident. No date ha.s been set for the 
inquests, but the coroner said they 
would be held within ten l;i.\> 

"The inveatigatlon will be tiiorough 
and rigid," said Coroner Dugan. "If 
there has been any criminal negli- 
gence, the responsible persons will be 
held accountable," 

The coroner and police ofTlcials de- 
cided Sunday to permit the playing of 
Bclieduled games. The left field 
"blaaahers" will be roped oft and the 
spectators will bo allogred to tinamr 
only the seats in the right field and the 
grand stand. Thousands of people 
Sunday visited the baseball park and 
the hospitals were thronged with 
friends and relatives of the injured. 

President Potter, of the Philadelphia 
baseball club, who has been out of the 
city, arrived Sunday night, accompan- 
ied by President PalUam, of tha Na- 
tional league. 

Shortly after their arrival a State- 
ment was issued by the ||ub officials 
expressing sjrmpatby for the injured 
and for the families of the dead and 
announcing that immediate games 
would be postponed. 

Two games were schedulfnl between 
Boston and Philadelphia Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and the attraction drdw over 
10,000 persons to the ball park. The 
accident occurred during the fourth 
inning of the second game, and waa 
indirectly due to a quarrel between 
drunken men In the street. The Na- 
tional league stands are built of steel 
and brick, the brick wail extending 
entirely around the irouiKfts. At tho 
top of the left field seats and extend- 
ing from the grand stand to the end of 
the bleachers there was a walk about 
three feet wide, which overhung the 
street. It was this walk that gavo 
way under the heavy weight. 

Men who were standing on the walk 
were attracted by a disturbance in the 
street. They leaned over the side of 
the rallins; to s( e what was the trou- 
ble, and this (lr( w tlic attention of oth- 
er spectator.-^, wlio rushed to the walk 
to see what was going on below. 
There were 3,000 persons sitting In the 
left field bleachers and the roar made 
by the falling timber caused a panic. 

The spect.Ttors made n ru'^h down 
the stand and into the field. Men anil 
boys clinil)«'d over one anot ler in an 
effort to escape, and several pt-'rsons 
were hurt in the crush. Outside the 
grounds for an entire block on Fif- 
teenth street, from Huntington street 
to I.<>hlgh avenue, men and boys were 
writhin? in pain. Kome were buried 
under the wreckaKe. otlu rs were lyinn 
in the gutters and dozens were 
stretched out on Fifteenth street on 
the car tracks. The 10.000 persotts 
within the grounds left the place and - 
crowili ,1 about the Injured. Ambu- 
latifes, wrecking wagons and street 
cars soon carried the injured home Or 
to hospitals. The street was spotted 
with blood and looked like a SM 4^ 
batUe.
